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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 



1. Claims 8-10 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim 8. See MPEP § 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims 8-10 have not 
been further treated on the merits. 

2. Claim 7 is objected to because the claim language in the original claim 7 are not exactly 
same as the Marked-up version of amended claim 7 as submitted in the Preliminary Amendment 
filed Oct 24, 2001. Therefore, claim 7 has. not been further treated on the merits. 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Petruccello, U.S. 
Patent 5,220,832. 

Petruccello shows, in Figs. 1-10, a connecting element 10 for the releasable connecting of 
a first part 24 with a second part (dotted element in Fig. 10), in particular a Bowden cable with a 
lever, comprising; 

a housing 30-36 which is rigidly attached to the first part; 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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an engaging element (dotted element in Fig. 10 having a spherical shape) attached to the 
second part; 

a slide 70 with a receiving element 98 complementary shaped to the engaging element 
for the releasable connecting of the engaging element with the receiving element, where the slide 
can slide inside the housing from a first position (Fig. 2) into a second position (Fig. 3) for 
latching the releasable connection between the engaging element and the receiving element; 

at least one latching means 94 for fixing the slide in the second position; 

at least one releasing means 96 for manually acting onto the at least one latching means 
to release the slide from the second position for unlatching the releasable connection between the 
engaging element and the receiving element; 

wherein two snapping hooks 94 are provided as the latching means and one release lever 
96 as the release means; and 

wherein the at least one release lever is provided as two extensions of the two snapping 
hooks extending over the edge of the housing. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Petruccello. 
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Petruccello shows, as discussed above in the rejections of claims 1-3, the connecting 
element comprising the slide that slides along an inner surface extending through the housing but 
fails to show a separate bushing between the slide and the housing. 

It would have been obvious to modify the housing of Petruccello by having a separate 
bushing disposed between the slide and the housing, since such a modification would have 
involved making the bushing integral or separable to the housing. A making integral or 
separable is generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art. In re 
Lindberg, 93 USPQ 23; In re Larson et al, 144 USPQ 347; In re Dulberg, 129 USPQ 348; In re 
Seevens, 101 USPQ 284. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 5 and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
